Of  Apocrypha 
Due  Sept.  30 

NEW  YORK.  May  18  —  A  Re¬ 
vised  Standard  Version  of  the 
Apocrypha  will  appear  Sept.  30, 
on  the  fifth  anniversary  of  pub¬ 
lication  of  the  Revised  Standard 
Version  of  the  Bible. 

Anpouncement  was  made  by 
the  RevT  Dr.  Luther  A.  Welgle, 
New  Haven,  Conn.,  chairman  of 
the  Standard  Bible  Committee 
of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  which  also  translated 
the  RSV  Bible.

Two  problems  arise  out  of  the 
above  situations.

Revival  Meetings  For  Jews 

If  revival  services  become  popular  again  among  de¬ 
vout  Jews,  a  Baptist  will  have  furnished  the  inspiration  for 
the  resurgence. 

Dr.  G.  George  Fox,  rabbi-emeritus  of  South  Shore 
Temple  (synagogue)  in  Chicago  is  advocating  that  Jews 
take  a  cue  from  Billy  Graham  and  hold  their  own  revival 
services. 

Discussing  the  current  New  York  crusade  in  a  weekly 
paper  published  in  Chicago  for  Jews,  Dr.  Fox  says  that  the 
Jewish  community  would  reap  “rewarding  spiritual  divid¬ 
ends”  through  similar  efforts. 

“Good  preaching,  good^music,  good  publicity,  good  fel¬ 
lowship,  joyous  loyalty  to  our  faith,  and  enthusiastic  re¬ 
sponse  by  those  who  would  get  something  out  of  a  newer 
and  closer  relationship  with  their  God,”  are  some  of  the 
values  Jews  could  expect,  according  to  Dr.  Fox. 

“We  need  some  of  Billy’s  missionary  spirit,  we  need 
sonie  of  the  drive  of  his  evangelistic  organization,”  he  said. 

The  rabbi  said  he  ohce  held  a  week-long  Jewish  relig¬ 
ious  revival  in  Ft.  Worth,  Texas,  “and  it  was  a  success.” 

The  venerable  Chicago  rabbi  could  find  a  great  deal 
of  precedent  in  his  Old  Testament  for  just  the,  sort  of 
thing  he  is  advocating.  In  the  olden  days,  when  Judaism 
was  in  flower,  Hebrew  prophets  carried  on  some  of  the 
most  startling  revival  campaigns  the  world  has  ever  seen. 

Our  Lord  was  baptized  by  a  Jewdsh  preacher  nicknam¬ 
ed  “The  Baptist”  dirring  the  time  of  a  country  revival  in 
the  Jordan  River  region. 

The  challenge  of  this  Chicago  rabbi  shows  more  spirit¬ 
ual  insight  than  anything  that  has  been  said  in  Judaism  in 
recent  years.  He  is  on  the  right  track. 

One  thing,  however,  our  Jewish  friends  need  to  keep 
in  mind.  They  can  duplicate  the  organization,  the  publicity, 
and  the  enthusiasm  of  Billy  Graham’s  New  York  Crusade 
easily  enough,  but  the  “rewarding  spiritual  dividends” 
come  from  the  message  Billy  proclaims:,  the  tremendous 
news  that  Messiah  has  come,  and  In  him  there  is  the  power 
of  an  everlasting  life. 


BOSTON,  Mess.,  October,  1770 
—  (BP)  —  Unless  they  are 
granted  release  from  taxes  to 
support  the  state  church,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Baptists  threaten  “to 
send  to  the  British  courts  for 
help  if  it  can  not  be  had  in 
America.” 

For  decades  Baptists  in  New 
England  have  chafed  under 
laws  which  require  them  to  pay 
for  the  support  of  ministers  of 
a  state  church  which  persecutes 
rather  than  ministers  to  them. 
Often  as  not  the  zealous  dis¬ 
senters  have  refused  to  pay  the 
tax. and  hav*e  been  jailed,  had 
their  property  confiscated,  and 
otherwise  have  suffered  perse¬ 
cution. 

Although  the  laws  have  been 
amended  several  times  in  re¬ 
cent  years  and  certain  exemp¬ 
tion  are  now  allowed.  Baptists 
continue  to  protest  vigorously 
any  restrictions  which  limit 
their  religious  liberty. 

Baptists  have  presented  a  pe¬ 
tition  to  the  Massachusetts  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  aski(ig  for  “perpetual 
exempUon  to  all  Baptists  and 
their  congregations  from  all 
ministerial  rates  whatsoever.” 
The  petition  also.^sks  for  the 
recovery  of  property  and  other 
losses  sustained  by  Baptists  be¬ 
cause  of  their  religious  convic¬ 
tions’. 

As  an  egregious  example  of 
the  oppression  to  which  Bap¬ 
tists  have  been  subjected  as  a 
result  of  the  clergy  tax,  the  pe¬ 
tition  cited  the  case  of  the 
Baptist  church  at  Huntstown, 
established  nine  years  ago.

I  often  think  of  the  words  of 
Luther  Burbank  on  a  plaque  in 
the^  waiting  room  of  a  dentist 
in  our  town:  “If  the  vegetation 
of  our  country  had  the  same 
neglect  as  our  youth,  we  would 
be  living  in  a  wilderness.” 

One  of  the  most  positive  pro¬ 
grams  that  can  be  used  within 
our  churches  for  the  benefit  of 
our  boys  is  the  one  offered  by 
the  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 

The  program  is  designed  to 
brin^'  out  the  best  in  a  boy  In 
the  fields  of  spiritual,  physical, 
and  mental  developments. 

Boys  can  start  in  the  Scout 
rnovement  at  the  age  of  eight 
through  the*  Cub  Scout  pro- 
grAi.  Their  mothers  are  the 
unit  heads,  and  the  young  boy 
v/ho  is  not  yet  advanced  to  the 
point  that  he  is  in  position  to 
be  cut  from  the  apron  strings  of 
his  mother  is  gradually  deve¬ 
loped  to  where  this  can  be 
done. 

At  the  age  of  eleven  he  goes 
into  the  Boy  Scout  troops  where 
his  unit  head  is  a  man,  and  he 
learns  to  receive  direction  from 
mep  and  to  act  mure  on  his  own 
initiative.  When  he  becomes 
fourteen,  he  is  provided  teen¬ 
age  activities  through  the  Ex¬ 
plorer  program.  There  much  of 
the  planning  is  dune  by  the 
boys  themselves  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  an  adult  adviser.

On  becoming  a  Scout,  a  boy 
takes  an  oath  that  he  will  do 
his  best  to  do  his  duty  to  God 
and  his  country.

From  the  time  a  boy  becomes 
a  Cub  Scout  until  he  finishes 
his  Explorer  experiences,  he  has' 
a.s.soeiatiun  with  the  outdoors 
and  the  wynderful  things  that 
God  has  given  us.  His  appre¬ 
ciation  for  God  and  his  love  of 
God  are  given  great  growth 
through  these  associations.
